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V.— ETYMOLOGICAL MISCELLANY. 

i. — Lat. crapula 'excessive wine-drinking, drunkenness,' from 
which crapularius, crapulatus, etc., may be compared with 
OChSl. kropiti 'sprinkle, drip, besprinkle,' Lith. krapinu 'be- 
sprinkle.' The primary meaning of Lat. crapula was, therefore, 
'wetting, drenching,' and the further development the same as in 
Lat. madeo, madidus, etc. 

2. — Lat. forma is easily derivable from the root bher- 'bear, 
bring together, hold.' Primarily the word would mean 'holder, 
container,' and hence 'frame, case, enclosure,' then 'mould, model, 
last,' and finally 'form, shape' in general. The word in that case 
is nearest related to Goth, barms 'bosom,' OHG., MHG. barm 
' lap, bosom,' OE. bearm ' bosom, lap ; middle, inside ; possession,' 
ON. barmr 'bosom, breast; edge, rim, brim,' Gk. (froppos 'basket, 
mat, bundle of wood.' 

Or we may start from the primary meaning 'edge, brim' as in 
ON. barmr 'edge, rim, brim,' MHG. brem 'verbramung, rand, 
einfassung,' bremen 'verbramen,' NHG. brame, br'dme 'brim, edge, 
border,' OE. brymme 'border, shore,' E. brim. This naturally 
gives 'frame, case, enclosure' with the further development as 
above. 

3. — Lat. jubilum 'wild cry, shout,' jubilo 'shout' may be referred 
to a stem *%oudkelo- 'moving violently, shaking, excited' and 
derived from the root ieudh- in Lith. judinu 'move, stir, shake,' 
judU 'tremble, stir,' jundu 'flutter, stir ,' jundulas 'uproar, tumult,' 
jildra ' whirlwind,' jaudrinu 'stir up, incite,' Skt. jiidhyati 'fight,' 
Lat. juba 'mane,' etc. (cf. Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb., for other related 
words). 

4. — Lat. luror 'yellowish color, sallowness, paleness,' luridus 
'pale yellow, sallow, wan, ghastly' may be referred to a base loiro-. 
In that case compare Gk. \up6s 'thin, pale, sallow.' These are 
from the root lei- ' withdraw, shrink, dwindle, fade away ' in Skt. 
liyale, Idyate 'disappear, withdraw, shrink, slink,' etc. (cf. Prell- 
witz, Et. Wb., s. v. A«pos), and are closely related to Lith. leilas 
'thin, slender'; leinas, lainas 'slim, slender,' ON. linr 'weak,' 
etc.; Lith. lesas 'thin, lean,' OChSl. lichu 'poor, bad'; Lith. 
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l&ibas 'slender,' OChSl. libivu 'gracilis'; Alb. I'ik 'lean, bad,' 
Lith. ligd 'sickness,' Gk. \0ty6s 'destruction, death'; Gk. \xp6s 
'hunger,' \oifi6s 'pest,' and probably also Lat. llmus 'sidelong,' 
i. e. 'withdrawing, turning'; Gk. \on6s' \oip.6s (Hes.), OHG. leid 
'grievous, hateful'; Goth, leitils, ON. lltill 'small, little,' Lith. 
IHdmi, liid'zu 'let go,' laidinu 'let run,' etc. (cf. Persson, Wz. 15). 

5. — Lat. ob-llvio, ob-hvium doubtless belong to the same root. 
Primarily, therefore, they meant ' a slipping away, disappearance.' 
From this, as above, developed 'faded,' the original signification 
in Lat. lived 'be bluish,' livens, llvidus 'bluish, leaden, livid,' livor 
' bluish color,' with which have been compared Ir. It, Welsh lliw 
'color,' etc. (cf. Fick, Wb. II 4 251). 

6. — With Lat. nimbus 'rainstorm, raincloud' compare OE. 
ge-nip 'mist, cloud, darkness,' nlpan 'grow dark,' Goth, ganipnan 
'become sad,' i. e. 'gloomy.' These are from a base nei-bo-, 
ni-bo-, which may be compared with nei-tf-o- in Gk. vlfo, vlwra> 
'wash,' x^P'" 1 ^ 'holy water for the hands,' Skt. nenekti 'wash, 
purify,' niktd-s 'washed, purified,' Ir. necht 'pure,' nigther 'lava- 
tur,' OE. nicor 'water-monster,' etc. (cf. Fick, Wb. II 4 194); with 
nei-gho- in Skt. niha-ka, nihd-rd-s ' mist,' and perhaps Lat. niger 
'dark, black'; with net-do- in Skt. nedati 'flow, stream'; with 
nei-ro- in Skt. nira-m 'water.' From these words we are 
certainly justified in assuming a base ni- ' flow, rain.' 

7. — Gk. £6(pos 'gloom, darkness,' probably from *giobho-s, 
whence fo^ioy, Cofapos 'gloomy, dusky,' may be compared with 
Lith. kibu 'gleam, glimmer,' ziburys 'light, torch,' kaibas 'light- 
ning,' zebiu 'see dimly,' etc. The change in meaning is the same 
as in OE.glowan 'glow' : glom 'gloom, twilight'; sclma 'light' : 
scima 'shadow, gloom,' etc. To the above group probably 
belongs also Gk. £e<pvpos 'west-wind.' Compare Lith. ziburiuju 
'flicker.' 

8. — Gk. k\oi6s 'collar, dog-collar' is probably from *qlosio-s, as 
explained by Hirt, Idg. Abl. 617, and a derivative of IE. *qoloso- 
'neck,' Lat. cottum, Goth, hals, etc. Compare especially ON. 
hels 'necklace,' pre-Germ. *qolsio-. 

9. — Gk. kvkvos 'swan' was doubtless named from its white color. 
Compare Skt. focati 'gleam, glow,' fuci-q 'shining, bright, white.' 
So also Lat. albus 'white' : OHG. elbiz 'swan.' 

10. — Gk. pdpyos 'raging, mad ; greedy; lustful,' papydca, papyaivm 
'rage,' pfpyifa' adpoas iaBUiv (Hes.), etc., may be compared with 
Skt. mrgd-s 'wild animal, gazelle, bird,' mrgdyate 'chase, pursue, 
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hunt, seek for,' mrgydti 'chase, seek,' Av. mprpyaiti 'wander 
about.' The primary meaning here was 'move rapidly, wander.' 
We may therefore compare further Russ. morg&tl ' blink,' Lith. 
mlrgu 'flicker,' mdrgas 'gay-colored.' These last are also given 
by Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb., s. v. mrgds, but with a different expla- 
nation. The change of meaning 'move rapidly ' : ' flicker, sparkle ' 
is a very common one. Compare Gk. atdW 'quickly moving' : 
'glittering'; Lat. coruscus 'waving' : 'glittering'; vlbro 'bran- 
dish' : 'glitter'; Skt. tvi§i$ 'violence' : 'splendor'; and many 
others. 

II. — Gk. aTvopat 'hurt, damage, waste, plunder,' Aeol. aLwofuu 
<i*tiriniomai, o-iW 'hurt, mischief, plague,' o-tW, <rivrr)s 'robber,' 
oivapos 'hurtful; hurt, damaged,' etc., are from a base *lui-no- 
' dwindle, waste away' in OE. \wtnan 'dwindle, fall away.' From 
the root ttfl- come also OE. \7v1tan 'cut, shave off,' d-ywitan 
'disappoint, frustrari,' pre-Germ. *fyei-do- 'cause to come off.' 
This root hii- we may regard as an outgrowth of tu- 'swell, flow, 
flow away' in OE. \awian, OHG. douwen 'thaw,' donen 'swell,' 
Lith. tvdnas 'flood,' etc. This enlarged base occurs in Skt. toyam 
' water.' For meaning compare Skt. ksdrati ' flow, glide, vanish ' : 
Gk. (]>0(ipa 'corrupt, spoil, ruin'; Gk. aXan-afco 'empty, drain' : 
'waste, slay'; OE. geotan 'flow, pour, shed' : gieian 'destroy,' 
Lith. zudau 'slay, kill' (cf. author, Mod. Lang. Notes, XV 96). 

12. — A similar development of meaning occurs in derivatives of 
the root li- 'melt, waste away' : OE. \lnan 'become moist,' \dn 
'moist, irrigated' (land), \dnian 'be or become moist,' \Snan 
' moisten,' ON. \idr ' melted, thawed, soft,' ]>lda ' melt, thaw out, 
soften,' OChSl. Una ' mud, slime,' Ir. tinaid ' disappear, vanish ' : 
Gk. Tiva<roa> 'shake, swing, scatter,' Skt. iinoti 'crush,' Lith. tinil, 
tinti 'dengeln.' 

Similarly may be connected Gk. t»W, tt X^a ' thin stool, diar- 
rhoea, riKaa 'have thin stool,' Welsh tail 'stercus, fimus' (Fick, 
Wb. II* 121): Gk. riW 'anything pulled or shredded, flock, 
down,' Ti'Xai 'flocks, motes,' tiXX«> 'pluck, pull off, tear,' Skt. tild-s 
'particle, grain, sesame,' iilaka-s 'mole, beauty-spot, ornament,' 
tilakayati ' mark, adorn.' Compare Lat. scindo ' cut, tear, split,' 
Lith. skedziu 'part, separate; make thin, dilute,' skystas 'diinn- 
fliissig,' Germ, skltan ' cacare,' primarily ' flow thin.' 

The root it- from which the above words come may be from a 
base td-io-, tdi-, a derivative of la- in OChSl. tajaii ' sich auflosen, 
schmelzen, vergehen,' Yx.tdm 'tabes,' Welsh tawdd ' liquefactio,' 
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base *tdj'o-s, Lat. ta-bes 'a wasting away, dwindling, melting,' 
tabed, etc., Gk. tjjko), toko 'melt, smelt,' raxtpoj 'molten, flowing, 
fluid.' It is also possible that the base tyi- 'dwindle, waste away' 
may be the schwundstufe of idu-io- (in which case Skt. tbya-tn is 
from *tau-io-m), a derivative of id-uo- from td-. So Skt. ioyatn, 
OHG. douwen, etc., are explained by Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb., s. v. 
ioyam. Cf. also Fick, Wb. II 4 120 f. However, it is quite as 
possible that id- 'waste away, dwindle, melt'; tl- 'waste away, 
melt, crumble, crush, scatter'; and tut- 'dwindle, waste away, 
shave off, waste, plunder' are entirely distinct. 

13. — Gk. trfiiXr) 'knife, chisel' is referred to a root smi- 'cut' in 
Gk. o-ptvvT) 'hoe,' OHG. smid 'smith,' etc. The same root with 
an -/-suffix occurs in Lith. smailus 'sharp, keen, bold, greedy,' 
smallinu 'sharpen,' smailduju, smilduju 'nibble, eat daintily,' etc. 

14. — Gk. o-rrevba 'urge on, press on, promote, hasten,' o-novdt) 
'haste, speed, zeal, trouble' evidently come from some such 
meaning as 'press, thrust.' We may therefore compare Lith. 
spaudd 'press' (which corresponds exactly with Gk. <mou8>j, 
primarily 'pressure, urgency'), spdudkiu 'press, squeeze,' spdudau 
'press repeatedly.' The Gk. words have been connected also 
with OHG. spioz 'spiess,' ON. spiot 'spear,' Norw. dial, fpysa, 
Sw./osa 'drive, chase,' dial, fos 'haste' (cf. Lid6n, PBB. XV 
521 ; Noreen, Urg. Lautlehre, 192; Tamm, Et. Ordb., s.v./osa). 
In Germ, the word also took on the figurative meaning 'mock, 
jeer' in ON. spoil, OHG. spot 'spott,' spoiton, ON. spotta 'spotten,' 
pre-Germ. base *spud-no-. 

15. — Gk. vpvos 'song, hymn of praise' is perhaps from *su-mno-s 
'well-minded, speaking well of and cognate with Skt. sumnd- 
' well-disposed,' sumnd-m 'favor, devotion, prayer, song.' 

16. — Gk. SXi) ' wood, forest, substance' is perhaps from *sUld-, 
in which case compare OHG. sill, OE. syl, ON. sula 'pillar,' 
OHG. swelli ' schwelle,' OE. syll'sill, foundation,' Goth, ga-suljan 
' found' (cf. Kluge, Et. Wb., s. v. Schwelle). 

17. — Gk. tiXt£<» 'cleanse, clear, strain, filter' I derive from the 
base sue I- 'swell, flow.' Compare Skt. stird, Av. Aura 'brandy,' 
Lith. suld 'birch sap,' Lett, sula 'sap,' OE., OHG. sol 'filthy pool, 
mire,' solon 'become filthy,' OE. be-sylian ' bespatter, soil,' Goth. 
bi-sauljan 'soil, sully,' OE. swillan 'wash,' swellan 'swell,' etc. 
(cf. Persson, Wz. 175). 

18. — Skt. klidyati 'become moist,' kledayaii ' moisten,' klida-s 
'moisture' : Lith. sklldinas 'overflowing,' sklisiil 'be fluid, flow.' 
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19. — Skt. klibd-s 'cowardly, weak' : Lith. klibU 'totter, wiggle,' 
klibinu 'loosen, wackelig machen.' These seem to be from a 
root or base qll- 'sway, turn aside.' Compare Lith. klairu 
' wiggle, become loose ' ; klajils ' leading astray ' ; klaidils 'causing 
error,' klaidinil 'lead astray'; kleipiit 'turn over one's shoes,' 
klaipau 'schuhwerk fortgesetzt schieftreten,' klypstil 'beim treten 
die fiisse seitlich krumm biegen'; kllszas ' schief beinig,' kleis- 
ziuju 'run along with turned-in feet.' Compare kli- in Lith. 
szlajils 'schief, schrag,' szleivas 'krummbeinig,' szlej'u 'lehne an,' 
Gk. kXico), etc. But qll- and kit- are probably not related. If 
meaning only decided, then we might equally as well compare 
Lith. kretvas 'gewunden, schief,' kreipiu 'wenden, kehren,' etc. 

20. — Skt. bhreqa-s 'a swaying, stumbling, fall,' bhresati 'sway, 
totter' are, according to Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb., not explained. 
These are certainly reducible to the root bhrl- ' move violently, 
be agitated' in Gk. <f>pinaa>, ^pi^acrcTOfiai. 'leap and snort, jump 
about, be wanton,' ON. brime 'fire' (cf. Persson, Wz. 104). 

21. — Skt. gardt 'autumn, year,' Av. sar3dd, NPers. sal 'year,' 
Osset. s'drdd, sard 'summer' are connected by Uhlenbeck, Ai. 
Wb., with Skt. fifiras 'cool, cold.' They are rather to be 
connected with Lith. szilus 'August,' szllti 'become warm,' Lat. 
caleo 'be warm,' calidus 'warm, hot.'
